STATEROOD FOR OKLAHOMA.

Single or double statehood is always
a burning issue in the territories i0f
Oklahoma and Indian Territory. The
Washington politicians of both parties
have from the beginning favored single
statehood for both while ia the terri-
tories themselves the preponded sen-
tirnent in each bhas been for double
statebcod. The best interest of both
seems to lie logically and stroogly in
that direction.

Oklahoma bhas over four-hundred
thousand people, ten times more than
Nevada, while the Indian Territory
has npearly six-bundred thousand, or
fifteen times the Nevada population.
Itseems, at first blush, that the peo-
ple of the two territories ought to be
homogenous aud contented as citizens
of thesame state, but they are not
themselves of that mind. The OXla-
bhomans are independent pioneers who
invaded their land under Captain
Paype and forced the government to
divide the territory and give them a
territorial autonmy, and a delegate in
coogress. lodian Territory is owned
by the Five Nationsof Indians, white
men are there by sufferance and such
as own land are squaw mwen. the huss
bands of Indian women. They know
nothing by study and experience of
any other than tribal governments
and Inaian customs, but there are
plenty of white men there who would
run a state zovernmenb all right
enough

Oklahoma would have been a state
ten years ago bhad it not been for Gro=
ver Cleveland who swore with a great
big D that he would never put his fish
line autograph to a bill that would put
“two more siiver lunatics iu the Unit-
ec States senate ’ Thatobjection be-
ing o looger valid Oklahoma, at least
deserves speedy statehood. —Atlanta
Coopstitution.
